Canada Recognized As Greatest Fac- 
tor In Imperial Situation 


Some time next year, probably in 
the early months, the various govern- 
ments of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations will send delegates to Ot- 
tawa to work out a basis for the de- 
velopment of inter-EHmpire trade. 

Beeause all the Dominion Govern- 
ments well as the Government of 
Britain will wish to make this confer- 
ence a decisive one, emphasizing the 
actual machinery vather than’ the 
platitudes of commerce, the meeting 
will
